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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As discussed previously, n the instant case, the 
Edwards et al reference teaches that the presence of a high iodide region within a high chloride grain and an lr doped bromide epitaxy on 
a high chloride grain increase the speed/ sensitivity of the grains/ emulsion. Given that Edwards et al teaches one of ordinary skill in the 
art to incorporate these features into a grain with the expectation of achieving this advantage, there is motivation to combine the 
reference, and the examiner has not employed hindsight in formulating the rejection of record. 
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
